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Spiritualism is 129 years old 


March is a time of celebration for Spiritualists. It’s the anniversary of our 
religion in America. One hundred and twenty-nine years ago this month, 
Spiritualism saw the dawn through the wonder of two children. 


Children’s curiosity gives birth to Spiritualism in America. 


It began simply, sparked by the frightened curiosity of two young girls. It 
was late and after supper March 31 when their energized curiosity rose 
above the uncertainities cast by candlelight in their small bedroom, and the 
uncanny reputation attached to the little wooden home they occupied. 

Speaking in a flippant and demanding manner, the youngest girl said, 
“Mr. Splitfoot, do as I do,” clapping her hands. At once came the reply, 
equal in number to her claps. Her older sister then tested the response, 
‘“‘Now, do just as I do.”’ Again the reply was correct. And so, each girl, 
speaking in turn, registered her challenge to the unseen host and introduced 
the hamlet of Hydesville, marked by its single dirt cross-road in the State of 
New York, to the world as the birth place of Modern Spiritualism. 

The children were Kate, (Catherine) and Margaret, (Margaretta) sisters 
in a farm family bearing the Quaker name of Fox. 

For years the little frame house had stood fast, with its buried guest, 
waiting patiently for someone to listen and unravel the mystery surroun- 
ding the rappings, and unusual sights and happenings occuring within. 

History originates the disturbances with the Bells, owners of the farm 
house in 1844. They allegedly murdered the local peddler, Charles B. Rosna, 
took his purse of $500, and buried him in the basement. 

Shortly after the incident, the Bells moved, perhaps disturbed by the 
unseen presence which beckoned for a response. The Bells were followed by 
the Weekman family, which found the mystery too great. It wasn’t until 
Dec. 11, 1847, that hope arrived. That was the day the Fox family took 
residence in the cottage--the Hydesville Cottage, a name given it by the 
inhabitants of the hamlet. 

Unlike their predecessors, John Fox and his family were strangers to the 
area. None were familiar with the tales which were told of the cottage. He 
was of German ancestry, and Mrs. Fox was French--instilled with a strong 
Methodist faith. Like their mother, the girls, Kate and Margaret, who then 
resided in the household, were devout Methodists. 

That same night the family members soon became aware that their un- 
seen host could also see and respond accordingly. At this point in the 
evening, neighbors from the village were invited over and asked to witness 
their discovery. 

It was first thought that the unwanted guest would leave on request. His 
refusal was loud and clear. He had presented himself to the Fox family to 
introduce this new word to the world. 

Privately, and in time, the Fox family enjoyed the manifestations, but the 
odium that the publicity first gave them influenced the sisters to refuse the 
demand of Charles Rosna and other spirits and reject any thought of 
sharing their discovery any further. 

In November, 1848, the spirits who had worked through the two girls said 
farewell and all manifestation ceased. Although the relationship had been 
short, the friendship proved too great and resulted in the Fox family making 
numerous attempts to recall them, all without success. The efforts con- 
tinued and within a few weeks the two girls were again greeted by their 
spirit friends. However, they imposed a condition. The two girls were to 
share their gift and promote the cause. They agreed!

The March 31 incidents at the Hydesville 
Cottage receivedmuch notoriety and resulted in 
trequent investigation by many people of great 
importance. During the first years almost every 
large public meeting attended by the Fox sisters 
was greeted with some degree of ridicule and 
challenge. Those who came to scoff often stayed 
behind to pray. 

The reality of the situation alarmed clergy in 
communities around Hydesville and in towns 
where the meetings were held. Since some of the 
statements presented through the Fox sisters did 
not harmonize with theological views of the time, 
the girls were characterized as being in league 
with Satan. They became the subject of sermons 
as clergy preached against them and prayed for 
destruction of Spiritualism. Though the impact 
of a future life, free of death, opened many to the

Kate and Margaret kept their word and they 
were joined by their older sister Leah, who 
quickly developed into a medium through which 
the spirits were able to communicate. 

After this the news of the manifestations. at 
Hydesville spread very rapidly. Public meetings 
were held in Rochester and other large cities. 
The girls were taken to New York City, where 
they were introduced to the public by Horace 
Greeley. They were subjected to every possible 
test, many bordering on indignities, buy they 
persisted in their chosen work. Today, because 
of them and their efforts, millions of people all 
over the civilized world have become freed from 
the fear of death and eternal punishment and 
assured of a conscious existence after death. 


new word, those who openingly associated with 
the family in such practices were quickly 
osracized in the community. 

This latter fact makes it all the more in- 
teresting that friends and neighbors of the Fox 
family would attest to the validity of the oc- 
curences within the Hydesville Cottage. They 
formed themselves into a committee of in- 
vestigation and without prejudice recorded the 
facts exactly as they found them. Within a 
month the committee had prepared a report and 
had it published. Entitled, A Report of the 
Mysterious Noises heard in the House of Mr. 
John D. Fox, it represents their combined 
opinion that the fact of human survival after 
death and the power of communication was 
definitely proved to any mind capable of 
weighing the evidence. 


Hydesville Listened 


This little community in New York was not the 
first to record raps and strange sounds. Similar 
occurrences have been recorded in other remote 
hamlets. In 1661, in England much to do was 
made of the raps in the home of Mr. Mompesson 
at Tedworth. Melanchthon recorded raps as 
having occurred at Oppenheim, Germany, in 
1502, and at the Epworth Vicarage in 1716. 

Although manifestations believed to be of a 
spirit related nature were in existence for some 
time before the Hydesville incident, this 
represented the first occasion that spirit opened 
communication for the birth of a new dispen- 
sation.

In this day of electronic news, it is rather hard 
for us to recapture the great significance of 
Davis’ words, for, if the same event happened 
today, it would already be part of the clamor on 
the morning or evening news. Davis wrote these 
words at his home in Poughkeepsie, in southern 
New York, while the first demonstration was 
underway in Hydesville. 

Hydesville has become fabled to millions of 
people. It is strange that this small hamlet, a 
mere huddle of houses marked by a single cross- 
road, should bear witness to the world of truth in 
the living manifestation of life after physical 
death. Perhaps there’s a living parallel in other 
noble occurrences which have re-charted the 
future of the earth -- Jesus in Bethlehem.. 
Buddha under the traditional Bo- 
tree..Mohammed out in the wastes of Arabia. 

Born of a humble family in Blooming Grove, 
N.Y., the life of Andrew Jackson Davis was a 
daily combination of the humdrum attributed to 
the very poor. He had an inquiring poetic nature 
and like so many poor lads of his day, his mind 
was so often filled with dreams of bigger things 
and golden opportunities. One day in 1844 was 
just such an occasion. Davis was then 18. He 
was about to become a student of Mesmer, the 
Austrian who introduced the world to 
Mesmerism -- later known as hypnotism. 

While under the influence of Mesmerism he 
was able to pass into what he regarded as a 
superior state, a condition which allowed him to 
speak of things beyond his fail, and normal 
capabilities. 

His discourses were frequently the subject of 
much discussion among learned men. His 
written words couched in a language, which was 
the prerogative of formally educated people, 
confounded those who sought to explain them by 
then accepted definition. 

The message of Infinite Intelligence is always 
the same steadfast message, to look beyond -- to 
look for life within and in the midst of seeming 
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death. There is a greater life of the Spirit -- life 
after the physical body has shed its noble fur- 
nishing. 

Swedenborg saw a world fairer than 
the human eye could of its own behold. 
George Fox, the enlighted Quaker 
pierced that veil. John Wesley heard the 
sweet compelling voices from ‘Over 
There”. Jesus, Joan of Arc, Socrates, 
Moses, they all heard the voice. Man 
does not choose the instrument, Infinite 
Intelligence, alone, moving over the face 
of the terrestrial world quickens all alike 
-- the poet, the teacher, the seer and the 
prophet.

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Skeleton Found 


The following statment appeared in the Boston 
Journal November 23, 1904: 


Rochester, N.Y., Nov. 22, 1904: The skelton of 
the man supposed to have caused the rappings 
first heard by the Fox sisters in 1848 has been 
found in the walls of the house occupied by the 
sisters, and clears them from the only shadow of 
doubt. held concerning their sincerity in the 
discovery of spirit communication. 

The Fox sisters declared they learned to 
communicate with the spirit of a man (Charles 
B. Rosna), and that he told them he had been 
murdered and buried in the cellar. Repeated 
excavations failed to locate the body and thus 
give proof positive of their story. 

The discovery was made by school children 
playing in the cellar of the building in Hydesville 
known as the ‘‘Spook House,” where the Fox 
sisters heard the wonderful rappings. William 
H. Hyde, a reputable citizen of Clyde, who owns 
the house, made an investigation and found an 
entire human skeleton between the earth and 
crumbling cellar walls, undoubtedly that of the 
wandering pedlar who it was claimed was 
murdered in the East room of the house, and 
whose body was hidden in the cellar. 

Mr. Hyde has notified relatives of the Fox 
sisters, and the notice of the discovery will be 
sent to the National Order of Spiritualists, many 
of whom remember having made pilgrimage to 
the ‘Spook House,” as it was commonly called. 
The finding of the bones practically corroborates 
the sworn statement made by Margaret Fox, 
April 11, 1848. 


Writings left by Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle place 
the number of Spiritualists 
in America in 1854 at 
3,000,000. He estimated 
that there were 10,000 
mediums in the country at 
this time. 

These figures attest to 
the spread of Spiritualism 
which swept America in 
the 1850’s, following the 
Hydesville manifestations. 


The Mysterious Rappings 


Extract from Horace Greeley’s article in the 
New York Tribune, giving his opinion of the Fox 
sisters and their mediumship. 


Mrs. Fox and her three daughters left our city 
yesterday on their return to Rochester, after a 
stay here of some weeks, during which they have 
subject the mysterious influence, by which they 
seem to be accompanied, to every reasonable 
test, and to the keen and critical scrutiny of 
hundreds who have chosen to visit them, or 
whom they have been repeatedly searched and 
scrutinished; they have been taken without an 
hour’s notice into houses they had never before 
entered; they have been all unconsciously placed 
on a glass surface concealed under the carpet in 
order to interrupt electrical vibrations; they 
have been disrobed by a committee of ladies 
appointed without notice, and insisting that 
neither of them should leave the room until the 
investigation has been made, ... yet we believe 
no one, to this moment, pretends that he has 
detected either of them in producing or causing 
the “‘rappings,’’ nor do we think any of their 
contemners has invented a plausible theory to 
account for the production of these sounds, nor 
the singular intelligence which has seemed to be 
manifest through them. 

Some ten or twelve days since they gave up 
their rooms at the hotel and devoted the 
remainder of their sojourn here to visiting 
several families, to which they had been invited 
by persons interested in the subject, and sub- 
jecting the singluar influence to a closer, calmer 
examination than could be given to it at a hotel, 
and before casual companies of strangers, 
drawn together by vague curiosity more than 
rational interest, or predetermined and in- 
vincible hostility. Our own dwelling was among 
those they thus visited; not only submitted to, 
but courting, the fullest and keenest inquiry with 
regard to the alleged “manifestations” from the 
spirit-world, by which they were attended. 

We devoted what time we could spare from our 
duties out of three days to this subject, and it 
would be the basest cowardice not to say that we 
are convinced beyond a doubt of their perfect 
integrity and good faith in the premises. 
Whatever may be the origin of cause of the 
‘“rappings,” the ladies in whose presence they 
occur do not make them. We tested this 
thoroughly and to our entire satisfaction. 

Their conduct and bearing is as unlike that of 
deceivers as possible, and we think no one 
acquainted with them could believe them at all 
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capable of engaging in so daring, impious, ang 
shameful a juggle as this would be if they caused 
the sounds. And it is not possible that such a 
juggle should have been so long perpetrated jp 
public. A juggler performs one feat quickly ang 
hurries on to another; he does not devote weeks 
after weeks to the same thing over and over, ' 
deliberately, in full view of hundreds who sit 
beside or confronting him in broad daylight, not 
to enjoy, but to detect his trick. A deceiver | 
naturally avoids conversation on the subject of 
his knavery, but these ladies converse freely and 
fully with regard to the origin of these “rap. 
pings” in their dwellings years ago, the various 
sensations they caused, the neighborhood ex. 
citement created, the progress of the develop- 
ments -- what they have seen, heard and ex. 
perienced from first to last. If all were false, 
they could not fail to have involved themselves 
ere this in a labyrinth of blasting contradictions, 
as each separately gives accounts of the most 
astonishing developments at this or that time, 
Persons foolish enough so to commit themselves 
without reserve or caution, could not have 
deferred a thorough self-exposure for a single 
week. ; 
Of course, a variety of opinions of strange a 
matter would naturally be formed by the 
various persons who have vistited them, and we 
presume that those who have merely run into 
their room for an hour or so, and listened, among 
a huddle of strangers, to a medley of questions = 
not all admitting of very profitable answers = 
put to certain invisible intelligences, and an 
swered by “‘rappings,”’ or singular noises on the 
floor, table, etc., as the alphabet was called ovet 
or otherwise, would naturally go away, perk 
puzzled, probably disgusted, rarely convinced: 
It is hardly possible that a matter, ostensibly s0 
grave, could be presented under circumstance 
less favourable to conviction. But of those wit 
have enjoyed proper opportunities for a full 
investigation, we believe that fully three-fourW® 
are convinced, as we are, that these singu!

any human being connected with them. me 
How they are caused, and whence tii 
proceed, are questions which open a much wiae 
field of inquiry, with whose way-marks we dona 
profess to be familiar.

acquainted with the arcana of the universe, who, 
shall presume dogmatically to decide that these 
manifestations are natural or supernatural. The 
ladies say that they are informed that this is but 
the beginning of a new era, or economy, in which 
spirits clothed in the flesh are to be more closely 
and palpably connected with those who have put 
on immortality; that the manifestations have 
already appeared in many other families and are 
destined to be diffused and rendered clearer, 
yntil all who will may communicate freely with 
their friends who have “shuffled off this mortal 
coil.” Of all this we know nothing, and shall 
guess nothing. 

But if we were simply to print the questions we 
asked and answers we received, during a two- 
hours’ uninterrupted conference with the 
“rappers,” we should at once be accused of 
having done so expressly to sustain the theory 
which regards those manifestations as the ut- 
terances of departed spirits.

Changed 


Resolutions and By-Laws adopted at the 84th Annual Con- 
vention N.S.A.C. Phoenix, Arizona October 7, 1976 


RESOLUTIONS: 

Whereas the written requirements for a candidate. for 
ordination as Minister of Spiritualism are clearly identified 
in Article IX, Section 4, Page 34, of the N.S.A.C. Constitution 
and By-Laws, and. whereas the Examing Board has been in 
Violation of Section 5,- Article IX, Page 34,- with their 
requirement of requesting the candidate to take.a written 
examination in addition to the oral examination as is set forth 
ih Section 5, — Resolved, the N.S.A.C.- Board of Directors or 
the Examining Committee duly appointed by said National 
Board, be directed to abide by the N.S.A.C. Constitution and 
By-Laws, Article IX, Section 5, Page 34, which requires only 
an “oral examination as to -his educational. training, his 
Special knowledge, and his ability and moral fitness to teach 

Science, philosophy and religion of Spiritualism.’ 
RESOLUTIONS: 
As, the following resolution was adopted at the -1975

Evidences of the ministry of angels, and the 
communion of departed spirits expressing in- 
jerest in the welfare of their native land are 
recorded throughout history in sufficient number 
to justify analogies between such as the Main of 
Orleans and many mediums of the present 
century. Even the recorded fact of Joan of Arc is 
comparable. 

Yes, history is replete with facts and incidents 
involving the same fundamental idea which 
underlines the basis of mental and physical 
henomena, so much repudiated by prejudice 
and theological bigotry. 

Some clergymen, however, without 
recognizing Spiritualism as a religion, have 
nevertheless recognized and openly expressed 
the very ideas and facts on which Spiritualism 
legitimately rests.

The New York Herald quoted the Rev. Dr. 
Newman, in the June 30, 1880 edition, on a ser- 
mon delivered in Brooklyn, N.Y. It is as follows:

Adam 
Clark entertained the opinion that departed 
spirits returned to earth. Hannah More, when 
dying, extended her arms to embrace some one: 
and calling the name of a departed sister, she 
exclaimed ‘Joy!’ and expired. Such experiences 
are not uncommon in this our day. Strong 
presumptive arguments may be deduced from 
the immateriality of mind and the oneness of 
personal consciousness; but the appearance of 
the departed is an unanswerable argument. If 
We implicity believe the Bible record, there 
should not be left the shadow of a doubt. 
According to that record, five persons returned 
earth -- three of whom had entered the spirit 
World through the portals of the grave, one was 
translated and returned, and one was caught up 
into the third Heaven. The first who returned to 
arth was Samuel the Prophet; and what in- 
formation did he give of the spirit world? That 
He Sainted souls are at rest there; and that they 
know the future. What did Moses and Elias say?

Stibusness, and knowledge, as previous to their 

‘“Partures; that they not only knew what was 

King place"on earth, but had a deep interest 

rein. From Peter, James, and John we learn 
ii t there is another life; that there are man-

have heard from that spirit land through one who 
was born here, went there, and returned to us, 
and remained on earth a period of 24 years. And 
what does Paul the Apostle say? That the soul 
and body are separable; that the soul is con- 
scious in this state of separation, and that the 
body could live (only for a brief period under the 
power of organic life) in the absence of the soul. 
It is contrary to reason, to all our ideas of our 
nature, to suppose for one moment that those 
who have left our earth have either ceased to 
live, or are disinterested in our earthly welfare. 
The highest conception of Heaven by some 
persons is to loaf around the throne and play ona 
golden harp. Rather let me believe that the 
departed ones are still the heroes of earth and 
time, aiding us to fight the tremendous battle of 
life.”

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Book Review 


by Marilyn J. Awtry 


The author commences his series of lectures 
on death and the after life in aligning orthodoxy 
and Spiritualism by the truth of the teachings of 
the Apostle Paul, correctly interpreted or un- 
derstood. The teaching introducing the 
philosophical discussion is “There is a natural 
body and there is a physical body.” However, 
the correlation between the physical and the 
spiritual must be considered. If we believe or 
accept a spiritual body, we must further realize 
there is a something inside that body and that is 
“Spirit.” This further leads to the fact that a 
spiritual body is substance and simple rules of 
science and philosophy implies the associate 
properties of both weight and force. This body 
must occupy space - somewhere! In accordance 
with the law of’space, it must have a relative as 
well as an absolute conscousness. 

Davis further identifies the physical body as 
relatively getting cold at the time of death while 
the elements of the spiritual body produce a 
warmth. Asa clairvoyant, he defines the halo as 
an etheral emanation. It is most interesting to 
note a controversial issue of this day as to what 
constitutes death, the non-functioning heart or 
brain was expressed by Davis in 1865 when 
describing the transition of his friend and he 
says, “f... his brain being the last to yield up the 
life principle.” 

Itis a fact that one’s place in the Summer-land 
is found on one’s moral status, not intellect nor 
social condition. The accusing angel is the 
‘memory’ and the principle of justice is the ever 
present bar at which one is tried. By one’s status 
one elects his place in eternity. Each continues 
in his personal identity and thought. This is 
evident in the communication through mediums. 
The orthodox continue to teach orthodoxy; each 
according to their understanding. This continues 
until a teacher of celestial consciousness leads 
them into the pure light... and this may take 
thousands of years in our way of expressing 
time. 
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Death and The After Life, by Andrew Jackson 
Davis, published in 1865. 


Having established spirit as a reality, Davis 
expounds on the Summerland as the man 
mansions referred to in the Bible, “In my fathers 
house are many mansions; if it were not so] 
would have told you.” A world of granduer 
consisting of all we know, see, and understand, 
however, expressed in expansiveness and 
perfection. Davis, like Swedenborg, claims to 
have frequented the spirit world both by clair- 
voyance and astral travel. . 

He expresses clearly that to obtain the state of 
consciousness for psychic results, one alate 


clog the digestive organs. nor stimulate. the 
nervous system. 
fasting routinely and urges one to resist the 
temptation to indulge in the higher con- 
sciousness for too long a period of time. 
The Spirit World is actual and is not remote ~a 
land of sturdy life and progressive growth. On 
entrance, one is led to one’s compatible 
surroundings, based on the consciousness 
established on the earth plane. Davis offers 
detailed names and descriptions of the islands 
and habitants in the spirit world, and reconciles 
the belief of each to his own level of un: 
derstanding. He states that people are drawn to 
their ethnic groups as well as to their 
professions. The infallible history of each soul is 
written in the Spirit World for all to know. Death 
provides a screen, a strainer or sieve to allow the 
laws of nature to place each in their rightful 
place -- operation of the law of attraction. Here 
abides a natural state of human existence 
growing out of the universal system of law or 
cause and effect. cam 
The same laws operating while in the physical, 
operate in the spirit world.. One can only absorb 
as he is influenced by that for which he has an 
affinity. On arriving in the higher side of life, 
those with demoralizing motives have the 
greatest density; however, the law of progress is 
activated and the universal positive power 
reigns. Slowly though it may be, the law 
cleanses all personalities of their transienti 
imperfections. However, the free will of the 
Spirit determines the rate of progression: ~

Death changes only the form 
of life 


Written by Elisabeth Kubler-Ross, M.D. 


“We have many cases where people have died and made 
a comeback, and in my opinion, there is not a shadow oi a 
doubt--that dying is only the shedding of the physical 
body...People who have shared these experiences with us 
have seen a light...felt the presence of great compassion 
and love...and after passing through a mist or a tunnel, 
approaching the light...were also aware of a guide or loved 
one who had passed ahead of them into this higher state of 
consciousness. What we have learned from these ex- 
periences is that we are never alone---neither in death---not 
in life, that we are loved and guided---and after this 
peaceful transition we will have to account for what we 
have been doing with our own life. What has impressed me 
perhaps most, is that we are not only responsible for our 
deeds and actions---but also for our words and thoughts

dying itself is not.” 


Spiritualists owe Dr. Kubler-Ross a 
great debt, for she, almost single- 
handedly, has given the medical 
profession and clergy cause to weigh past 
and present evidence of life after death. 
Her reputation, accredition, and personal 
investigations based primarily on in- 
terviews of persons once pronounced 
Clinically dead present a case which may 
be criticized but not rejected. 

The findings of Dr. Ross do not differ 
from those that we as Spiritualists have 
been saying since the beginning. It was 
said by Plato, and undoubtedly by others 
before him. But it rests with Dr. Kubler- 
Ross. She has taken carefully 
documented proof to her peers, and word 
of this has been printed in the world’s 
leading newspapers. The content of her 
message gives new life and weight to our 
religion, for now we have a defender who 
speaks to open ears. 

Her efforts have sparked many of her 
colleagues to investigate further. And 
the publication of her findings has caused 
many others in the medical profession to

discuss similar incidents and findings 
which they have witnessed and recorded 
for many years. 

Spiritualists are the benefactors. As 
more voices are heard more people will 
welcome our words, and in time give us 
our due. 

Dr. Kubler-Ross has authored several 
books. The first by this famed 
psychiatrist and former University of 
Chicago professon was On Death and 
Dying. It became a best seller in 1969. 
Six years later she wrote Death: The 
Final Stage of Growth. Both books are 
remarkable and worthy of your reading. 

In a review by Time magazine on 
Death and Dying, the author was com- 
plemented. ‘‘The Chicago seminar has 
vanguished the conspiracy of silence that 
once shrouded the hospital’s terminal 
wards. It has brought death out of the 
darkness. In so doing, it has shown how, 
and with what quiet grace, the human 
spirit composes itself for extinction.” 

Dr. Kubler-Ross is a friend whom we 
are fortunate to have. 
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And What Is The Coming Of Transition Like ? 


Separation of the Silver Cord signals the end of 
one state of being and the beginning of another. 
Andrew Jackson Davis, the Poughkeepsie seer, 
once looked at the coming of clinical death and 
described it thusly: 


“ Death is the word used to signify ‘the end of 
life,’ spoken by persons who see not that seeming 
death is really ‘the beginning of life,’ and the 
opening of the sacred volume of eternity. But let 
us peer through the seeming, into that which is 
within the veil.”
